SEEING IS BELIEVING 

The announcement that the Dominion 
will hereafter pay one-half, instead of one- 
third, of the cost of giving relief to desti- 
tute people will be welcome news in every 
centre in western Canada, as it is in Ed- 
monton. The increased measure of as- 
sistance is substantial, and will be appre- 
ciated at full value. 

This is of course a result of the visit of 
the Minister of Labor to the west, and of 
the first-hand view he has obtained of 
conditions prevailing here. It may be 
hoped that as the outcome of his recom- 
mendations there will be increased assist- 
ance from the federal treasury in creat- 
ing work, as well as in giving direct relief 
to those who have no work. 


THE BEST IS YET TO COME 

Professor Swanson of the University 
of Saskatchewan agrees with Mr. Babson 
that this depression will be followed by a 
period of prosperity greater than has yet 
been known. 

This is in refreshing contrast to the 
dismal chorus that is coming from a con- 
siderable section of the business and fi- 
nancial fraternity, and that has done more 
than a little to destroy public confidence 
and create an impression that we are 
headed for a general economic collapse 
with a plunge into the communistic abyss 
at the end of the road. 

The present is not the first depression 
the world has lived through. It is argu- 
able if it is the worst in the history of men 
now living, all things considered. It will 
pass like the others. And if it is true in 
economics that for every action there is 
an equal and opposite reaction, the pros- 
perity to follow must be as pronounced as 
the adversity that rules at present. 

iv MIGHT BE “DEADER"” 

It may be that the Liberal party in 
Great Britain is ‘‘down and out,” as per 
innumerable assurances, but at present it 
seems to be governing the country. With- 
out its support the MacDonald Govern- 
ment could not live. With its support the 
Government is safe. 

If Mr. Lloyd George has little say as 
to what shall be done, he has a good deal 
to say about what shall not be done. On 
Monday he told the Government to either 
amend the land tax bill or be defeated. The 
bill was amended. That almost certainly 
means that the land tax will be applied. 

Whether they like it or not, the people 
of Great Britain are under ‘group gov- 
ernment.” That may not be satisfactory 
to them. It cannot be very satisfactory 
to either Premier MacDonald or the Lib- 
erals. But as no party wants an election 
the arrangement seems likely to last in- 
definitely. The situation is curious 
commentary on the notion that Liberal- 
ism in Britain is dead. 


WHY THE LET DOWN? 

The present Dominion Government was 
put in power a year ago to abolish unem- 
ployment, and on the strength of most ex- 
plicit promises that this would be done. 

The Ministers began well. Parliament 
was called together in September and 
$20,000,000 voted for relief and relief 
work. The railways were induced to carry 
on active construction operations, the 
Government agreeing to pay the interest 
on the money thus expended, for a term 
of years. And private employers and 
municipal and provincial authorities every- 
where were urged and encouraged to 
speed up construction programs and start 
others ahead of time in order to enlarge 
the demand for labor. 

That was sound public policy, It em- 
bodied the principle that unemployment 
was to be fought by providing employ- 
ment, maintaining wages and the pubtic 
buying power, and thus sustaining busi- 
ness and industry. And the policy was suc- 
cessful. By the middle of winter it was 
claimed that $80,000,000 of fresh capital 
was being speft in labor-making under- 
takings because of the leadership and as- 
sistance thus given by the national Gov- 
ernment. 

But what has happened to this policy, 
and why? Government assistance for re- 
lief work ended at the beginning of June. 
For months Ottawa despatches have been 
telling of economies enforced here and 
there, most of which involved the dismis- 
sal of public employees or a curtailment of 
labor in private employ. A budget was 
brought down which demanded that the

whole cost of administration shall be met 
as it occurs, regardless of how hard con- 
ditions may be and of the reaction of high 
taxes in throwing more men out of work. 
rhe railways are following the lead, lay- 
‘ng off mer, cutting wages and reducing 
working time. 

Instead of lessening unemployment the 
Government is now allowing it to increase, 
and in some respects actually causing it to 
increase, While hard-driven city councils 
aud provincial gevernments are trying to 
find means to feed thousands of men for 
whom they cannot find work, the Domin- 
ion Government that was to abolish un- 
employment is doing nothing to help make 
work. 

What has happened to the ministers 
that the fight has gone out of them? 


PLENTY OF WORK IN SIGHT 


Edmonton can stand a good deal of im- 
proving, in many quarters and of many 
kinds. The program submitted by the 
City Mngineer to the unemployment com- 
mittee of the city council is conclusive on 
that score, and the list is by no means ex- 
haustive. 

There is work enough to be done in 
Edmonton to keep all the unemployed re- 
sidents of the city busy all summer; work 
that should be done, that will be done 
sometime, and that can be done now at 
less cost than when times are good. 

The difficulty, here as elsewhere, is 
not to find work, but to find money to pay 
the workers and buy the necessary tools 
and materials. The city lone-handed can- 
not provide the money, though it can and 
should provide a good part of it. But the 
Dominion and the province also have a re- 
sponsibility toward unemployed men, even 
when they live in a city. 

How much of this work can be done 
depends upon what measure of financial 
assistance the federal and provincial au- 
thorities are prepared to contribute. The 
unemployment problem, so far as the city 
is concerned, is not to find employment 
for its idle residents, but to find the means 
to pay for the work.

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WARTS ARE NOT DANGEROUS 


Many people labor under the delu- 
sion that warts come from playing 
with toads, and many strange cures 
have been devised, such as burying a 


lock of hair under the south side of 
an oak tree at midnight, but of 
course all of these things are mere) 
superstitions. A toad has wartlike; 
glands on its back, and this is no 
doubt where the idea that it could 
cause warts originated. This ts only 


one of many popular ideas which have 
no foundaion. 


There is still somewhat of a mystery 
about what really causes warts to 
form, but from my observations I feel 
satisfied that warts only form on per- 
sons who are suffering from a certain 
kind of acidosis. Children, generally 
a few years before puberty, are espe- 
clally likely to develop warts. I have 
noticed that whenever a child's skin 
is covered with warts their multiplica- 


tion can nearly always be stopped and| 


they will finally slough off after the 
child has been placed on a 
cleansing fast followed by a well bal- 
anced diet, 


Warts very rarely appear on adults, | 
and they are not particularly danger- | 
ous at any age except in old peopie| 
where they sometimes degenerate in-| 


to tumors or malignant growths. I 
believe that one reason warts develop 
more readily in children is that most 
parents force their children to eat too 
much sugar and starch under the mis- 
taken belief that children require 
these high caloric foods to keep up 
their strength. Most children are 
really poisoned with too much starch 
and sugar, As soon as the diet is cor- 
rected warts do not appear Warts 


| Sometimes disappear spontaneously es- 
| pecially if the diet is balanced, and 


they can nearly always be made to go 
away quickly during an acid fruit fast 
if the warts are not large. Even ‘in 
that case, once the diet has been cor- 
rected the warts can easily be burned 
off with the electric needle or spark 
of the high frequency current Any 
physician using electrical treatments 
has the apparatus for giving these 
treatments. When the treatment ts 
rkilfully given there is nositively no 
danger of cancer developing as many 
believe, 

A home treatment which can be 
used when the warts are not too large 


is 10 grains of salycalic acid dissolved | 
in one ounce of collodion applied daily | 
to the wart with a toothpick wrapped | 


in absorbent cotton. It goes without

| clean with the use of plenty of soap

Touching the wart with alum 
or glacial acetic acid crystals also helps 
in their removal, but the skin around

NEW RULES ON 
FISHING MADE 


FOR PROVINCE 


All Permits to Cost More 
—Season Shorter by 
5 Days 


Size limits, per diem catch, and 
setting out of close seasons are fea- 
tures of the new fisheries regulations 
tssued on Saturday by Hon, R, G, 
Reid, minister of lands and mines. 
and which, as a result of the taking 
over the natural resources by the pro- 
vince, supplant the old dominion regu- 
lations, 

The regulations have been approved 
by order-in-council and are now ef- 
fective 

R. T. Rodd, head of the fisheries 
branch, is responsible for the admin- 
istration of the regulations 

Several new provisions are made 
and several old clauses are revised 

One new feature is that the regula- 
tions shall apply to the taking of fish 
in all waters in Alberta other than to 
waters in the Canadian National 
parks, 


PERMITS COST MORE, 


Under angling provisions it is pro- 
vided that a non-resident shall not 
engage in angling except under permit 
issued by authority of the minister 
The fee for such a permit will be $5 
Formerly the scale was $1 for a per- 
mit good for one day, or $5 for a sea- 
son's permit 

The abuse of the one-day permit 
system made tt desirable for the al- 
teration in this clause, 


Every resident of the province shal! 
be eligible for any angling permit to 
fish in waters frequented by trout, 
grayling or Rocky Mountain whit 
fish. The fee for such permit is $2 
whereas formerly tt was $2 

Another new feature gives the 
younger generation an opportunity to 
become experts. “Children of 12 years 
of age or under, accompanied by 
their parents shall not require an 
angling permit, provided the parents 
accompanying them have obtained 
such a permit,” reads the regulation 

Dealind with the seasons for fishing 
it is provided that “in the Athabasca 
river and its tributaries no one shall 
fish for, catch or kill any trout, gray- 
Ung or Rocky Mountain whitefish 
from Oct. 16 in each year to June 14 
following, both days inclusive.” 

This shortens the season by 15 days 

No fishing is permissable in that 
part of the Muskeg or Edson rivers 
and all tributaries, north and west of 
the forks, 

Permittees must carry their permits 
and produce them at the request of 
duly appointed persons 

The regulations set forth the dates 
on which fishing is permitted in vari- 
Ous areas and streams 

Copies of the. regulations are avail- 
able and all devotees of Isaac Walton! 
are advised to equip themselves with 
& copy so that their fishing may «x 
tinue a Pleasure “within the law.”
